At San .Jose wj first 
nces of the great earthquake 
on the 18th of April laid San 
icisco in a-shes and ruins. The 
Court-house and 11m II of Rec- 
ords, hut previously completed, 
was a mass of ruins. Iieing split 
from foundation to dome, resem- 
bling a crushed egg shell. Two 
churches Were a mass of ruins and 
their walls thrown out into the 
streets, and many dwelling houses 
looked as though they had sunken 
I feet into the ground, and 
U their founda- 
day we 




with the palaces of San Francisco's 
millionaires, was as desolate and 
thrice more forbidding than the 
miserable abodes of the former 
out-casts and beggars. Hundreds 
of blocks, folly one-half of the city, 
resembled a burned forest of black- 
ened trunks of once gigantic trees. 
Beyond the burned district we ob- 
served some peculiar freaks of the 
earthquake. At the corner of 
Hayes and Fillmore streets is an 
old brick Catholic church which 
apparently was not touched by the 
"quake." while w ithin two blocks 
was a once beautiful Jewish Syna- 
gogue and Temple which had re- 
cently been constructed of pressed 
brick, and was a mass of crushed 
brick and mortar. I don't know 
whether the quality of religion 
had anything to do with the fate 
of the two structures or not; per- 

but I did not have an opportunity 
to interview any of them in rela- 
tion thereto. It will take at least 
twenty-live years to rebuild the 
city, but the former San Francisco 
with the spirit of has passed 

away forever. 

We left San Francisco at noon, 
duly 10th, by the Pacific Mail S. 
S. Mongolia. We reached the 
dock just as they were ready to 
haul in the gang plank — in less 
than live minutes more we would 
have l>een just in time to have 
seen our baggage, containing our 
liner. v, sailing away to the Orient 
and Mrs. F. standing on the dock, 
bathed in tears, bidding it a sad 
farewell. Of course I did not ex- 
pect to meet anyone on board of a 
steamer bound for so distant for- 
eign port I had ever met before, 
but as I reached the deck of the 
vessel I was accosted by my mili- 
tary title by Bar.
